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O  place  in  the  United  States  excites  greater  interest  in  the  mind  of  the  student  of  history  than  Boston.  Its  settle- 
ment in  1630  antedates  any  other  American  city  of  size.  It  bore  a  large  share  in  the  early  Indian  wars,  and  the 
grand  old  stories  of  the  Boston  Tea  Party,  of  Paul  Revere  and  his  famous  ride,  of  Bunker  Hill,  have  for  over  a 
hundred  years  stirred  the  patriotism  of  all  Americans.  Faneuil  Hall  and  the  incidents  surrounding  this  "  Cradle  of 
Liberty  "  have  placed  upon  the  nation  a  debt  of  gratitude  which  can  never  be  repaid.  Boston  is  to-day  as  good  an 
example  ot  patriotism  as  was  the  Boston  of  Revolutionary  times. 

While  other  and  younger  cities  have  outnumbered  her  in  inhabitants,  none  have  surpassed  her  in  stability,  in 
mercantile  integrity,  nor  in  any  of  the  essentials  of  a  healthy  permanency.
